Alderman W right asked that the 
special committee appointed to look 
into the telephone matter be granted 
more time. The request was on mot* 
ion granted. 
The report of the city treasurer 
from Nov. 12, 19**» to May 1, 1901 
was read and on motion referred to 
the finance committee. 
L. J. Gale appeared before the 
council and requested that property 
owners on the west side of Seventh 
street be permitted to lay sidewalks 
12 feet in width instead of 10 feet as 
provided by the city ordinance. The 
matter was on motion referred to the 
street committee. 
The ordinance relating to the lic­ 
encing of dogs was amended so that 
in the future there will be no special 
officer to act as dog-catcber, but the 
regular officers of the city will as­ 
sume this very unique role. 
The ordinance relating to the fire 
limits and regulating the construc­ 
tion and removal of buildings was 
amended so that blocks 40, 42, 44, 40, 
and 48 will be cut out of the fire 
limits. 
There seemed to be a difference of 
opinion between Alderman Rowley 
and Contractor Swartz as to just 
what extent the later had abided by 
the plans and specifications in pav­ 
ing Fourth street north from Front 
street to Bluff* avenue. 
Alderman 
Rowley maintained that the contract 
or should not have listened to the 
whims of anyone, but followed the 
plansaml specifications more minute­ 
ly. That there was dissstisfaction 
Alderman Rowley was certain. The 
matter was discussed pro and con 
and finally on motion Contractor 
Swartzwas allowed $100(1 on his con­ 
tract. The m atter was referred to 
the city attorney to look into and 
report before final adjustment is 
made, the liability of the city in the 
matter being the leading question, 
to determine. 
Contractor Swartz’s bid for $2976 
for paving Seventh street was re­ 
jected. 
It was suggested that a 
man be secured who represents the 
Good Roads Association to be pre­ 
sent and oversee the work of further 
paving contracts in the city. 
Alderman Erickson stirred mat­ 
ters up a little in connection with 
what he claimed to be a great negli­ 
gence on the part of the city offk als. 
He strongly objected to the grant­ 
ing of a liquor license on the eas4 
side and stated that it was a shame 
the way the Sunday closing law was 
being violated. 
Other members of 
the council though matters on the 
east side were no worse than they 
were on the west side. 
The bonds of the different ap­ 
plicants for saloon licenses were ap­ 
proved but as an upsboot AM.rmao 
Erickson secured the appointment 
of a committee of three consisting of 
Alderman W right, Doran aad Row­ 
ley to wait upon the mayor to see 
what can be done in connection with 
the observance of the law.
